BISMARCK’S VIEWS ON THE SUEZ 
CANAL. 


The Trial of the Rebel Prisoners in Egypt—A State 
of Siege in a Hungarian City—Don Carlos’s 
Son James--The Forthcoming Irish Con- 
ference—Other Foreign Notes. 


Lonpon, October 11.—A Paris dispatch to 
the Times says: Prince Bismarck, in a recent 
interview with a politician, says he believed 
England intended to secure a majority of the 
shares of the Suez canal company, so as to 
oust M. DeLesseps. She could do this by 
simply passing a law empowering the trustees 
to invest the trust moneys in canal shares 
The Times considers these suppesitions to be 
unfounded, and believes that M. DeLesseps is 
reasonable than might appear 
from _his recent proceedings  dur- 
ing ‘the war. If these objectionzsble 
procee lings, it says should be renewed at a 
critical time, England might be driver to 
adort stringent measures to safeguard her in- 
terests.

‘The officers will all be 
Turks or Circassians. The committee ap

Arabi Pasha was brought before 
the committee and replied to their inquiries 
in long but unimportant speeches. His ex 
amination will be resumed to-morrow.

PENSACOLA’S PLAGUE. 


No Abatement of the Disease Noticcablo and Gloomy 
Days Ahead. 

PENSACOLA, October 11.—Fifty-six new cases 
of yellow fever and seven deaths have been 
reported to-day. Many of the new cases are 
of a more malignant sort than heretofore. 
Among those attacked is the son of the late 
Judge Hawkins, a former member of con- 
gvress, and one of the most eminent men of 
his day. A serious mistake in yesterday’s 
dispatch made it read that the board of 
health had made a formal appeal to the coun- 
try at large for aid, instead of no formal ap- 
peal. It is believed they will be compelled 
to take that step. The whole number of cases 
to date has been 1,406; deaths, 122. The 
weather is warm and settled, giving no hope 
of early frost. 

NEW ORLEANS, October 11.—The Picayune’s 
Pensacola special reports o6 new cases of yel- 
low fever and7 deaths. Bad as isthe progress 
of the epidemic, and appalling as are the 
scenes of death and woe resulting therefrom, 
the extent of destitution growsjdaily, and it is 
listen to the voices of distress, or make it 
their business to investigate such instances of 
suffering. This condition of affairs is attrib- 
utable to the fact that the population of Pen- 
sacoia is largely made up of working men, the 
wages of amajority of whom ceased on the 
first outbreak of the pestilence. The contri- 
butions now coming in are few and very in- 
adequate for the relief of the sick and suffer- 
ing. 4A}ver six thousand dollars has been paid 
out to nurses alone, and last week’s pay roll 
was upward of fifteen hundred dollars. Over 
four hundred cases of fever are nuw under 
treatment.

A RIOTER ARRESTED. 


William Slaughter the Paulding Rioter Caught up 
With in Tennessee. 
From the Knoxville Tribune, 

Sheriff W. C. Matthews, of Dallas, Paulding 
county, Georgia, and Sheriff J. L. Smith, of 
Campbell county, came over yesterday morn- 
ing from Careyville with a prisoner, a colored 
man named William Slaughter. Sheriff Mat- 
thews left with him on the noon train for 
Dallas, Ga. The particulars of his crime are 
as follows: There was a railroad contractor 
named McKeeney, in Paulding county, who 
was making atunnel forthe Rome extension, 
which works’ were almost on the 
line of Paulding and Polk counties. 
He had a large’ force of hands and kept a 
grocery store on his works. It is said that he 
furnished all his men with pistols. A man 
named John Hicks, who lived in the neigh- 
borhood, undertook one day, while under the 
influence of liquor, to disarm the hands. He 
was accompanied by: two of his little boys. 
He succeeded in taking pistols from two or 
three of them, and undertook to disarm a 
colored man named Gabe. A general riot 
then ensued and the latter was badly 
wounded. About this time three hundred 
of the workmen, headed by William Slaugh- 
ter, came up and a general fight began. Thev 
shot atevery person they could see. Hicks 
shotas long as he had ammunition and then 
broke to run. After he had gone about 300 
yards he was lost. They soon found him, and 
amid the earnest pleading of his little boys 
for them not to kill him, they shot sixteen 
holes into his body killing him instantly. 
This was done on Saturday evening. Sheriff 
Matthews, who was at Dallas, fifteen miles 
away, Was telegraphed for.

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THE SOUTH IN THE NORTH 


THE COMING NEW ENGLAND EX- 
POSITION. 


Richmonda’s Luck and Atlanta’s Mistake—-The Uard- 
Pan Results of Northern Investments—Recep- 
tiom of Southerners in Boston—Other 
Mattérs of Interest Discussed.

Boston, Mass., October 6, 1882.—The second 
annual exhibition-fair of the New England 


Manufacturers’ and Mechanics Institute has. 


‘ 


been open just one month to-day, and is a 
success beyond all doubt or precedent. A 
more perfect show in all its appointments has 
never been given in America, and certainly 
very few have ever been more extensive. 
The south is well represented and is making 
an exhibit of berresources truly gratifying. 
Indeed, I believe that the benefit to be de- 
rived from this display of our products 
will do almost as much good in inviting 
capital to the as did the 
great cotton exposition. You would be sur- 
rised to know just what a revelation has 
oe ‘n made to these people. ‘‘Why,’’ said an 
Englishman of note in my presence while 
looking at the Georgia ores and those of An- 
niston and other points in Alabama, ‘‘I have 
been through the fine collections of minerals 
in the British museum, but you have cer- 
tainly a finer display here than I ever saw. 
No, net even old England can begin to touch
